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Dear Editor, 

As the Chief Returning Officer for the 
SGA I would like to comment on the lack 
of turn out in the recent by-election which 
took place November 27th and 28th. 

First of all, just over a month ago, 
the position of Chief Returning Officer 
had to be filled. Nominations closed and I 
was the only one applying for the 
position. I still had to make a little 
speech and then step outside while the 
SGA discussed then voted for or against 
me as their C.R.O. I would like to think 
that I was appointed solely on my 
qualifications rather than a combination of 
qualifications and the fact there was no one 
else there. 

Nominations opened for six positions 
and on November 21st, four out of the six 
were acclaimed. The night before the by- 
election a candidate for Senator withdrew 
his name from the race now bringing the 
total to five out of six positions 
acclaimed. 

The amount of money and time put 
into this by-election was not worth it 
Six positions became available and out of 
over 3000 SGA members, eight people 
submitted their names. 

The voter turn out was pathetically 
low but it was not the voters lack of 
interest but the candidates themselves.

To the editor 

This is in response to Paddy 
Blcnkinsop's letter, ie. recent suicide. 

It is very nice to say that potential 
suicides should use distress numbers and 
community resources already in existence 
but what if they do not, we arc talking 
about a human life. 

The best prevention is to educate the 
people who live around the suicidal person 
to recognize them and to deal with them. 

Mr. Blenkinsop mentions that those 
closest to her didn't anticipate the event. I 
have no doubt they didn't but I'm willing 
to wager that signs were present but 
people just didn't know what to look for. 
Potential suiciders express their cries with 
a variety of behaviors that are almost 
always misinterpreted as antisocial. This 
increasing the distance between them and 
those who could help them. He is very 
wrong when he says it is a private act, the 
pleas for help before the act are usually 
anything but private. Even the act itself 
is described by survivors as a hope that 
someone will save them. 

I am aware that this is a painful 
subject especially for the people involved 
but it is an issue that must be addressed. 

Suicide ranks among the top causes of 
death among people of our age group

potentially the highest since many 
suicides are thought to be classified 
erroneously as accidents. 

It is unrealistic to hope that suicidal 
people will walk to help, they need to be 
carried. Preventive education should be 
taught at all levels of schooling 
particularly at university where first year 
students are exposed to new, unknown and 
high levels of stress without familiar 
coping mechanisms, ie. family and close 
friends. 

This letter is not meant as an attack 
on Mr. Blenkinsop, I'm sure Talent 
Development is doing a great job for what 
they are designed to do. This university 
and all educational systems should do 
more, mainly educate!! Something they 
are failing in terribly with this subject. It 
is unfortunate that a death need occur 
before this subject is ever heard of. 

In this apathetic attitude, I'm as much 
to blame as anyone so to initiate some 
education on the subject, I offer the 
following warning signs that may be 
present in a suicidal person: 

1. previous attempts 

2. statements of wishes to die 

3. patterns of avoiding crises rather than 
facing them 

4. suicides by important figures 

5. feelings of failure 
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6. family instability and rejection 

7. recent severe life crises. 

Other factors that can increase this 
potential: 

1. an inability to perceive any options or a 
way out of a situation 

2. easy access to lethal means 

3. inaccessible support system 

4. stresses that suggest permanent loss 

5. stimulation seeking inspite of suicidal 
thoughts 

6. sleep disruption. 

When you identify or even suspect 
such a person, talk to them about it. 
Keep lethal means away from the 
individual. Generate personal concern for 
them. Show them new means of success. 
Suggest new options. Get (hem to engage 
in physical exercise, starting a diary, 
following a normal routine, do something 
they are good at, cry it out, avoid self 
medication and other depressed people. 
Above all, make sure they get professional 
help no matter what forms of denial or 
refusal they come up with. 

Suicide is a permanent solution to 
temporary problems. It is devastating for 
family and friends who will often need as 
much support after the fact in 
understanding that it was not their fault. 
We are in this boat together, let's watch 
out for anybody who may be falling 
overboard since it may one day be you.

Winter has many joys: skiing, 
skidooing, snowshoe baseball, building 
snowmen, and, my favorite, winter start- 
ups. When cars sense the snow and cold 
weather many decide to slip into the 
donkey mode and stubbornly hibernate for 
the season, there are some ways, 
however, of making them cooperate. The 
best way is, you guessed it folks, plug it 
in. If you have access to an outlet please 
do so; the cost of hydro is minimal and 
your car is deceived into thinking it's still 
warm outside, the geese haven't left yet 
and therefore there is no reason to act up. 
Seriously, though, your block heater is a 
little heating element which warms up the 
antifreeze in the engine. In fact, when you 
come out in the morning and touch the 
engine block (don't be squeamish -- grease 
and oil don't bite, your cute and cuddly 
kitten does) it should feel warm to touch. 
Because it sits immersed in anti-freeze all 
the time, deposits eventually form on the 
block heater and impede the transfer of 
heat. Also, like most electrical things, 
block heaters are subject to eventual death. 
Most block heaters that are electrically 
functional will make faint hissing sounds 
a few seconds after they're plugged in, as 
the antifreeze warms up. 

Another good investment is a 
battery warmer which in fact is a glorified 
heat pad (Canadian Tire - around $16.00). 
The battery in your car is driven by a 
chemical reaction. In cold weather, the 
reaction rate slows down substantially 
resulting in a great decrease of available 
electricity for your starter. The battery 
warmer keeps the reaction rate up resulting 
in greater electrical flow to your starter 
which can turn the engine over faster 
giving it a greater chance of starting. 

When your car first starts, it idles 
rather quickly. As it warms up, the idle 
speed goes down on its own. NEVER 
RACE A COLD ENGINE. In older 
vehicles, pressing hard on the accelerator 
during warm-up will cause your idle speed 
to drop sharply making it more likely for 
the engine to stall. More importantly: 
90% of ENGINE WEAR OCCURS 
BEFORE OPERATING 

TEMPERATURE HAS BEEN 
REACHED. If you're revving a cold 
engine, the oil is still thick and doesn't 
have enough time to properly coat the 
bearings. Result: oil starvation and 
greatly shortened engine life. As a matter 
of fact it's not uncommon for oil starved 
engines to end up with a connecting rod 
through the block. 

The best time saving suggestion 
I can think of is as follows: Start the 
engine as soon as you get in your car, 
then scrape off the windshield, windows, 
etc (don't lock yourself out of your car as 
you shut the door), adjust the seat, turn on 
lights, fasten seatbelts, find good tape for 
stereo, etc. By the time you're done, your 
car should be warm and your windshield 
won't fog up (added advantage). 
Remember, you're wasting more gas if 
you drive with the choke still on than if 
you let the car warm up. 

One last thing. I you have an 
automatic transmission, move the shift 
lever between "drive" and "reverse" a few 
times before you drive off. This helps to 
get oil flowing throughout the 
transmission and allows maximum 
lubrication of all load bearing parts 
decreasing the amount of wear.

win Canada 

Scholarships 

A group of 27 Laurentian University 
students received Canada Scholarships this 
year, bringing the total number of 
Laurentian recipients to 47. A reception 
in their honor will be held at 3:00 p.m., 
on Friday December 7th, in the Governors' 
Lounge of the R.D. Parker Building. 

Awarded on the basis of academic 
performance, the scholarships will provide 
$2,000 per year for up to four years, for a 
possible total of $8,000 per student in an 
undergraduate program. 

The five-year Canada Scholarship 
Program entered its third phase this year, 
awarding a total of 2,500 new bursaries to 



first-year students in the natural sciences, 
engineering and related disciplines. Six of 
Laurentian's Canada Scholarship winners 
are enrolled in Biology, 7 in Engineering, 
4 in Chemistry, 1 in Environmental 
Studies, 1 in Mathematics and the 
remaining 8 students in General Sciences. 
More than half the scholarships are 
awarded to women, who have traditionally 
been underrepresented in this area of study; 
at Laurentian, 14 of the 27 1990-1991 
awardees are women. 

The Canada Scholarship Program plays 
an important role in the federal 
government's long-term commitment to 
develop Canada's capacities in the fields of 
science and technology, and to build 
educational resources to make the nation 
more competitive on an international 
scale.

Laurentian University wishes to 
congratulate 7 foreign students who were 
recently awarded bursaries from the 
Canadian Fellowship Program for French- 
speaking Countries. The winners are 
Tatiana Beliotte (Haiti), Zhor Dayani 
(Maroc), Fatoumata Keita (Mali), 
Habibatou Makalou (Mali), Lindy Monthy 
(Seychelles), Elizabeth Woodcock 
(Seychelles) and Placidie Mukakimsha 
(Rwanda). 

The Canadian government offers a 
fellowship program to allow students from 
French-speaking developing countries that 
are members of La Francophonie to come 
to Canada for post-secondary studies. The 
fellowships are awarded in fields 
corresponding to the national priorities of 
recipient countries and the priorities of the 
Canadian cooperation program. 

The fellowships are for men and 
women who are likely to complete their 
studies successfully and, upon their return, 
to contribute to the development of their 
country. Special attention is given to 
women applicants, in accordance with the 
Canadian policy of providing equal access 
for women to various programs. 

Fellowships are granted for periods of 
one year, but are renewable in order to 
allow recipients to continue their studies 
leading to the proposed diploma or degree.
